But Glory be tothe Higheft vt this wan of (ir, this ſon of 
 perdition is revealed, waich hath fate in that Temple which God 
hath choſen for himſelf, in the Hearts ofmen and women, in which 
he hath written his Law and Covenant: But by the Spirit of his 
Mouth, and by the Brightneſs of his Coming, will he flay the 
Wicked, whohathlons oppoſed Chriſt's Reizn in his Saints an4 
Members.
